TWE APiARY IN SPRING. 


Tit* Tbn« When Cure Conn** Moll. 


Ekwlndllna- and Starvation. 


Thera is no time during th* entire 


year tbat we can do nior<» to increase 
the valae of the apiary than iir the ear- 
ly spring, about the months of April 
and May. Many good colonies may be 
saved outrisht by timely attention, and 
Ihc forr* of worker bws will be double 
wlien the honey season oi>ejs if proper 
attention is given at this time. 


There arc more losses of Sees dnr- 


liiK tli« month .-if April perhaps than 
any other month in the whole yt'.'ir, 
and we might he «;if> in siiyuij; all tho 
otli«r eleven months ootubiueil. This 
is due to two causes—spring dwindling 
and starvation. The iast cause Is the 
morv disantrous and more easily reme- 
Uied» Spring dwindling is the result of 
bnd TS iiitenii}?, for which there is but 
little remedy. But there is no excuse 
for any one to let Ills bws starve to 
death through sheer neKli«enee when 
perhaps they tvero robbed the fall pre- 
rfous and made to give up not oaly 
their surplus, bat their winter's food 
besides. 


Every colony of bees should have as 


a reserve store in early spi-Irig ten 
pounds of honey at least, and if found 
•u-ry much hhort of this they should be 
fed. 
Feeding may be commenced— 


1!mt is, liquid feeding—us soon as the 
bees begin to fly frequently und kept 
up until the ooiouy has n sufficient 
amount to insure it safeiy through mar- 
tl! it can gather honey. 


All colonies thnt ha\ e a shortage of 


stores in early spring •nill as pure have 
11 shortage of bees when the honey sea- 
son opens. This always means a half 
crop of honey at the best and in many 
ca«es no crop at all, even if the aeasou 
Is a good one. 


A pound of food now ineana a pound 


of l»e<-s when the honey season opeus. 
which may add half a hundred pounds 
of honey per colony to the crop. 


Bees consume great quantities of 


honey in springtime to rear their brood, 
and brood rearing wiii not proceed 
without it. It frequently occurs that 
they will consume their own brood to 
subsist when Uius running short of 
«tores. This may be detected by the 
appearance of pieces of dead brood 
found at the entrance of nlves, and it 
may be remedied at once by feeding.— 
A. II. Duff in Farm, Field and Fire- 
side.
